Rule 5005-1

FILING BY ELECTRONIC MEANS

The Court shall permit documents and papers to be filed, signed, or verified by
electronic means that are consistent with technical standards, if any, that the Judicia
Conference of the United States establishes. A document or paper filed by electronic
means constitutes a written paper for the purpose of applying these rules, the Federal
Rules of Bankruptcy Procedure, and 8107 of the Code. The Court shall by administrative
order provide the procedures and requirements for electronic filing.
